Peary, Lee 0 Henson Ate Dog Meat 


to Sustain Life During Their 
Overland Trip. 


T. JOHN'S, Newfoundland, Sept. 21:— 
The Peary relief steamer has arrived here 
with Lieut. Peary and his companions from 
Greenland on board. ° 

When the Kite reached Whale Sound on 
Ausg. 3, Lieut, Peary, Hugh. Lee and their 
colored servant, Mat Henson, were found 
waiting for it. The party had only ten 
days previously returned from their great 
overland expedition, which had proved a 
comparative failure. Lieut. Peary and the 
other two started late in March and made 
their way to Independence Bay, which is the 
most northerly point of Greenland which he 
had reached on his previous expedition. 
Independence Bay was reached early in 
June, but there were not enough men in 
the party to accomplish any bold venture. 
They were further deterred from any great 
undertakings by the insufficiency of their 
food supply, an obstacle which was fore- 
seen last year. All three of those who par- 
ticipated in the journey were greatly re- 
duced from the lack of food and were 


obliged to abandon the attempt to make 
further progress. , 

In this respect this year’s work was but 
a repetition of last year’s failure, although 
the weather experienced was much more 
favorable this year than last. Nearly all 
the dogs that were taken on the expedition 
died and the remainder had to be shét be-

The story hinges on the tation by 
the Manufacturers’ Association of the 
scheme to build @ free bridge across the 
Mississippi River. It is claimed that Jos, 
Ramsey, Jr., general manager of the Ter- 
— allroad Association, charged 
Scullin, president of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., with being. over friendly to the free 
bridge scheme, and this caused an open 
rupture Which has already resulted in re- 
ductions in transfer charges by both com- 
panies that are likely to precipitate a lively 
rate war. 

It is claimed that President Scullin fa- 
vors the erection of the proposed bridge 
at the foot of Cass avenue and that he is 
willing to contribute $100,000 towards ite 
construction and pay a stipulated amount 
annually to be applied to the cost of its 
maintenance. 

Mr. Scullin, it will be remembered, is 
almost the sole owner of the Union Depot 
Railroad. system, and it is said he will 
either apply the amount stated directly 
on the cost of the bridge or pay it into the 
City Treasury for the privilege of running 
his street cars across the bridge in order to 
connect his St. Louis system with his 
East St. Louis lines. Furthermore, it is 
said that for such a franchise he will 
carry passengers from any point on his 
lines in either city across the river for a 
single fare. 

By doing this he figures that he would 
reap an immense profit in increased travel 
over his lines. * now controls“ all the 
street railroads in Fast St. Louis, and the 
single fare arrangement would give him an 

almost incalculable advantage over com- 
peting lines in this city. The road acgoss 
the Eads bridge is Scullin’s property, but 
he is tied up by the bridge company in such 
a manner that he is obliged to charge a 
10-cent fare aud cannot issue transfers or 
connect tracks with his lines at either end 
of the bridge. Congressman Foreman 
and Mayor Stevens, of East St. Louis, are 
believed to have pledged Scullin their sup- 
port in securing the proposed bridge. 


The Terminal Railroad elation 
which owns both bridges and has heretoford 
been able to levy tribute on every pound 
of freight coming into or going out of the 
city by reason of its combine with the Wig- 
gins Ferry Company sees that its death 
blow would be delivered by the carrying

“The bridge arbitrary is of such im- 
portance as to prohibit St. Louis manufac- 
turers from competing with the manufac- 
turers of other eſtſes for business Fast and 
South of the Mississsippi River. It bears 
heavy upon them from the fact that most 
of the raw material, including coal, iron, 
lumber, etc., comes from the South ard has 
to pay the bridge arbitrary in crude shape, 
and again in manufactured shape for all 
that eomes Nast and South of the river. 
making a cost of about $10 a car as against 
the mannfacturers of other cities. 
In view of these facts, we desire to submit 
to a popular vote of the citizens of St. Louis 
the right of said city to free itself from 
the burdens named, and others of different 
characters, because of the bridge arbitrary 
and switching charges of the city.” 


The estimated cost of the bridge is $10,- 
000,000. The snecial tax of one quarter of 
1 per cent will give $860,000 per year, which, 
in ten years, will practically give the ten 
millions desired. By the time work can be 
begun on the structure the second year’s 
tax will be due. Bridge scrip can be used 
to purchase material. By a careful esti- 
mate it is found that the proposed bridge 
will save St. Louis shippers $2,500,009 a vear. 
and that it will bring twenty milliors of 
business to the city the first year after it is 
opened that does not come here now on ac- 
count of the exorbitant bridge arbitrary.

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HAS MADE MANY TRIPS. 


Dr. Digges Las Braved- the Atlantic a 
Hundred and Five Times. 


Dr. Charles Digges, of 3645 Page avenue, 
who has just returned from a visit to his 
mother in Dublin, Ireland, has probably 
crossed the ocean oftener than any man in 
St. Louis. The voyage just completed was 
his one hundred and fifth trip across the 


Atlantic. This remarkable record was 
brought about by the fact that for six years 
the doctor was surgeon on one of the trans- 
Atlantic liners. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Dr. Digges 


said his last trip was the quickest in point 
of actual traveling time that he had ever 
made. To leave Queenstcwn Sunday morn- 
ing after b ast and take 7 o’clock din- 
ner in St. Louls the next Sunday is a re- 
markable record, as compared with the 
month of sea voyage and weeks of land 
travel of times gone by. 

On the trip over the doctor left St. Louls 
Thursday morning, July 2, and reached 
New Ycrk Saturday. He embarked on the 
Campania of the Cunard Line, arriving off 
Queenstown the following Frida morning 
and was with his relatives in Dublin the 
game afternoon. The trip from New York 
to Queenstowfh was made in five days and 
twelve hours. The actual traveling time 
from St. Louis to Queenstown was six days 
and seventeen hours. The trip was unevent- 
ful except for the quick time made. 

The return trip, which was made on the 

The doctor 
embarked at Queenstown Sunday morning, 

September 8, at 8 o’clotk. The first night out 
the vessel ran into a gale; causing much 
discomfort to the phaneeneere and smashing 
four life boats.

spector at East St. Louis made the state- 
men that cattle or hogs injured or killed 
en route were dressed at East St. Louis 
@iaughter houses and shipped to St. Louis 
at night to be sold to retail butchers. 

A investigation by St. Louis in- 
yspectors has confirmed this, but the full 
horror of it was contained in the following 
letter received this week by the Health 
Commissioner: 

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 18. 

Dr. Starkloff, Dear Sir: I wish to inform 
you that on Monday afternoon I saw two 
ows taken to a slaughter house in Bast St. 
Louis. These cows were taken in a. cart 
lead, both at one time. One of them died 
jurin parturition. * * 

St. Louis inspectors discovered that dead 
cattle were persistently dressed for the St. 
Louis market to such an extent that there 
by slaughter-houses which do little else. 

They discovered 3 hogs ill with che lera 
were brought here —ç ve, presumably to de 
butchered and sold. sing as butchers they 
saw the bruised carcasses of cattle trampled 
to death on the cars being dressed for sale. 
The badly bruised ts were cut out and 
fed to the hcgs, while the other parts were 
sent by wagon to St. Louis at night.

The alley is not without its history of 
crime, and is under constant police sur- 
velllance.

BENEFIT WITH NO RED TAPE. 


A Club Which Will Aid Sick Members 
and Bury the Dead. 


W. W. Johnson, the well-known North 
End mathematician, has organized a new 
benefit society which is called the Twenty- 
two Club. Its object is to take care of its 
members during sickness and provide burial 


‘In case of death. It is so simple in its con- 
struction and so free from the mass of red 
tape and fol-de-rol accompanying many of 
the benefit societies that in view of its suc- 
cess in other cities it deserves special at- 
tention from those interested in this class 
of organizations. 

As the name implies, membership is lim- 
ited to twenty-two, There are no dues, no 
lodge-room, no expenses, no assessments 
save when a member is sick. * ae 

The theory is that when one member is 
sick his twenty brother members shall 
contribute $1 each for every full week he is 
unable to work. The remaining brother col- 
lects the money and turns it over to the 
family of the patient.\ His work in making 
the collections exempts him from the pay- 
ment of dues. 

A physician’s certificate is necessary to 
establish a claim for benefits and the money 
is paid whether it is asked for or not. A 
member must be sick a full week to be en- 
titled to benefits. The money is to be paid 
each Sunday morning to the wife of the sick 
man by the Secretary in person. Every

He left China last October, just when the 
war spirit was gfowing furious, and jour- 
neyed by slow stages through India. He 
returned to America in March of this year, 
and has watched with an anxiety, born of 
a personal acquaintance with the unhappy 
conditions there, the sgealous men and 
women of America bearing the cross of 
Christ in the land of the benighted. 

None of our missionaries have suffered at 
the hands of the bloodthirsty Vegetarians 
in China,“ said Bishop Galloway to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “Our missions are all in 


the Kong-Shu Valley, which stretches up 


through the heart of China from Shanghai. 
Shanghai is the New York of the Bast and 
the great treaty port of that part of the 
world. There are so many foreigners there 
that life to them is rendered as safe as at 
most any place in the civilized world. The 
Chinese in that section have been brought to 
understand that they cannot with impunity 
slaughter inoffensive foreigners, We have 
about twenty-five missionaries, men and 
women, in the Kong-Shu Valley, and they 
are making encouraging pregress in spread- 
ing the gospel. I should judge that there are 
about 16,000,000 people in the territory in 
which they are operating, and they have al- 
ready secured 1,700 converts during the past 
thirty years that the misisons have been es- 
tablished. The reports to the conferences 
over which I presided showed that during 
the past year or two the percentage of con- 
verts exceeded those reported by a num- 
ber of conferences I have attended in the 
United States. This shows that gradually 
the granite wall of Buddhism by which the 
Chinese are hedged about is being battered 
down and that we have much more to 
hope for in the future than we had a few 
years ago.“ 

“What class of China's immense population 
do you find it hardest to affect with the 
truths of hristianity?” 

The literary class,“ replied the Bote 

“China is the only country in the world 
with an aristocracy of letters, and those 
who belong to it are so thoroughly imbued 
with Confucianism that it is next to im- 
possible to divert their minds from the er- 
rors of the sublime philosophy taught by 
Confucius to the truths and beguties of 
Christianity. You must understand that 
Confucianism is a system*of philosophy 
and not religion, and that its teachings are 
thoroughly. adaptable to the aboriginal 
Oriental mind. Buddhism is the religion 
of China as it is of Japan and Corea 
though its modifications are more varied 
and diverse than are the sects of our relig- 
ion. 
In the work of converting the China- 
men, therefore, we have not only to break 
down in their minds a system of philosophy 
that is the result of thousands of years of 
growth through heredity but we also have 
to build up in their hearts the frame-work 
on which to hang a new and modern re- 
ligion. With Confucius out of the way 
the false religion of Buddha would soon 
disappear. But there's the rub. The lit- 
erary class stick to Confucius in all their 
reading and base ail thought_on the sys- 
tem which he established. Their studies 
consist wholly of the old classics of Con- 
fucius.’’ 

“Then no Western literature has found 
its way into China yet?” was suggested. 

Practically none except the Bible,“ 
Bishop Galloway replied. “Hundreds of 
thousands of Bibles have been translated 
into Chinese and scattered all over China, 
but, as I suggested before, until we can get 
the literary class to give it serious atten- 
tion we cannot hope to make rapid progress. 
The aristocracy of letters s0 domingtes 
the country that we must teach it the truths 
of our religion before we can affect. the 
masses in any great quantity. The Govern- 
ment itself, by its peculiar and rigid civil 
service system puts a premium on the 
dogged conservatism which supports Con- 
fucianism. Every man who gets in the pub- 
lic service of China in any capacity must 
stand a terrifically rigid examination in 
the philosophy of Confucius, which seems 
to be about the only literature of China’s 
four hundred million people, and which 
is not bad in all its provisions. The num- 
ber of people who annually stand this ex- 
amination is amazing, and at every large 
center there are buildings ęrected and re- 
served for their exclusive use. The proc- 
ess is one of the most interesting things 
I witnessed in China. In the building set 
aside for their use there is for every appli- 
cant a Stall,“ or separate apartment. 
Into these stalls they go one at a time and 
stay there shut in from all mankind until 
th have finished their examination. 

As it usually takes two or three days the 
poor applicants carry enough food and 
drink in with them to sustain life until they 

have answered the scores of questions — 2 
taining to the Confucian philosophy. e 
questions are written and the answers 
must also be written. Great care is taken 
to keep the applicant from getting assist- 
ance from the outside while going through 
the examination. 

“This peculiar civil service system, backed 
as it is by the literary class, has resulted 
in making the highest ambition of every 
Chinaman to get in the Government service. 
It contributes more than any other half 
dozen causes in keeping Confucianism fas- 
tened upon the benighted millions of 
China.“ 


‘Is the Chinaman an emotional religion- 


“He is far from emotional,” the Bishop 
. “His repressive system of philosophy 
has driven all emotion from his nature and 
made of him a creature as immovable as 
stone. I observed this particularly in his 
conduct in our mission churches during 
service. The missionar® who delivers a 
Sermon in China usually has about three 
congregations to listen to a discourse of 
ordinary length. The Chinese drop into the 
churches, listen respectfully but wholly im- 
movably to the sermon for about fifteen 
minutes, then — unceremoniously walk 
out to de followed in tufn by two other 
congregatlons. This constant shifting ot 
his congregation is of course annoying to 
the new missionaries, but they soon get 
used to it and accept it as perfectly proper. 
The bulk of the congregations I suspect are 
attracted to the mission «churobes more 
through curiosity than anything else. 
“Do the missionaries easily acquire the 


Chinese language? 

“No, they do not. Usually a year is re- 
quired to sufficiently master the tongue in 
order to preach a short sermon. The Chi 
nese 3 — our language much more easily 
than we do theirs, and at our schools at 
Fuchow and Shanghai about two undred 
natives are annually educated: in English. 
The school at Fuchow is for males only. It 
is free, and is ggg over by Dr. Parker 
of St. Joseph, Mo., who is now accounted 
one of the finest Oriental scholars in the 
world.

So far the internecine war has resulted in 
Poglaski being jailed in default of $2,000 
bond to answer before the Grand-jury, and 
Sterneck being placed under $500 bond to 
appear before that body as a witness.

IN CONTINUAL TRAINING. 


The Cycle Racer Must Be at Work All 
the Time. 


Many of the racing teams will undoubt- 
edly be kept in shape over winter, but just 
where has not yet den revealed. Cycle 
racing has now come to a point where the 
men must be in shape so late in the season 
and so early in the coming season that it is 
far easier to keep them in good condition 
over the intervening few months than to 
stand the extra expense necessary to place 


them in proper form early in the year. A 
man may be kept at some good training 
point for three months at a comparatively 
small outlay. He need not in strict 
training during his lay-off, but by working 
once a day or three times a week he may 
keep his muscles in shape and jump into 
the early spring training far better fit for 
a hard 288 than if he had spent the 
winter in hi iving and drinkimg, as some 
of the men do, it is sad to say. One trainer 
will do for three men in this way. 
With the season starting so early in the 
year, the rider should be fit from the be- 
ning, as the hardest kind of usage on 
the man and the most severe blow that 
man can receive is to euffer defeat at the 
outset of the season and suffer defeat regu- 
larly as some men have done this year. 
These very men are to-day where they were 
at the start, way down in the percentage 


list, and they are naturally discouraged be. 


yond measure. Defeat to a certainty stared 
them in the face when the season opened. 
They had to meet men who had the benefit 
of an early season's work in some climates 
of the far West or South, and who had 
entered the circuit in the finest kind of 
shape. 

The cycle racing man must be taken as 
good care of, or better, than the horse. His 
system is more delicate than that of a horse 
and this fact must sooner or later come 
to be recognized.

Whfle in command of the Department of 
the Missouri at Chicago Gen. Miles was 
called on to put down the great strike 
in Chicago, which he accomplished quickly 
and to the satisfaction of the citizens of 
Chicago and thé country generally. . 

IT have given a short resume of Gen. Miles’ 
services, and now ask if any officer “has 
done more to earn his rank“ than he has? 
I pause for a reply! The Indian services of 
all officers since the war are known to me, 
and I say without fear of contradiction 
that no soldier who has ever commanded 
the army in the past or present has an In- 
dian record that can compare with that of 
Gen. Miles.

He wheeled in front of the house and 
went to the right of it.

They lacked organization and few of them 
had their weapons. They fled precipitately 
and Capt. Chapman sent his men after them 
in squads. They brought back prisoners in 
bunches and rounded up all the chargers. 
But a few had scurried from the hay field 
into a pasture to the left of the house and 
made for the woods. In the excitement th 
got beyond the range of the deadly revol- 
vers, and Capt. Chapman ordered “Bush”

James R. Allen, Editor of 


the Boonville Advertiser. 


James R. Allen, the able young editor of 
the Boonville Advertiser, is a native of 
Missourl. Born on a Cooper County. farm 
Sept. 18, 1868, and reared amid rural sur- 
roundipgs, he early learned to turn a furrow 
and handle a hoe. He was educated at 
Pilot Grove Collegiate Institute, in the 
beautiful town of Pilot Grove, from which 
he was graduated with distinction in 1889 
with the degree of A. B., securing the medal 
awarded for the best English oration, and 
subsequently took the degrees of A. M. and 
Ph. N. 5 

After graduating he was teacher in his 
‘Alma Mater of Greek and Latin for one 
year (1889-90) and he was engaged for the 
chair of mental and moral philosophy for 
the following year, thus showing the hi 
estimation in which he was held as a scholar 
and teacher by the managers of the in- 
stitution, but in the summer of 1890 he pur- 
chased the Pilot Grove Herald (now the 
Leader), in 1 with his uncle, 
Capt. Matt . Jouett, a brother to Rear 
Admiral Jouett, U. 8. N., now on the retired 
list. The leader was published for about 
a year by Messrs. Jouett & Allen, and Mr. 
Allen, as editor, at once evinced his fitness 
for the position and soon made an enviable 
reputation for the paper. 

e went to Los Angeles, Cal., in February, 
1892, intending to spend the summer on the 


Pacific Coast and in other portions of the 
far West, but soon after his arrival in Cal- 
ifornia was called by Messrs. Stahl & Stahl 
to take ch of 
of the Boonville Advertiser, upon the resig- 
nation of Col. H. A. Hutchison, who had 


become Probate Judge of the county. Mr. 
Allen became connected with the Advertiser 
March 21, 1892, and by his ability, scholarly 
attainments and energy has maintained the 
high character of the paper, which is one 
of the oldest and most influential of Mis- 
souri’s rural publications. .< 

Mr. Allen is one of Boonville’s most re- 
spected citizens, a leading member of the 
M. E. Church South, and the societies there- 
with connected, and ts a favorite in social 
circles. He is a worthy representative of 
old and prominent families of Kentucky 
and Missouri, a grand-nephew of the late 
distinguished physician and surgeon, Dr. 
Joseph N. MeDewell. the founder of the 
St. Louis medical eollege which bears his 
name, and a nephew to Judge H. A. Clover 
of St. Louis. We might add that, being a 
allant and unmarried gentleman, he is 
lable to make still other family connections, 

Mr. Allen is a staunch supporter of Demo- 
cratic principles and a political and personal 
friend to the popular and efficient State 
Treasurer, Lon . Stephens. Devoted to 
journalism of the higher class, the well-con- 
sidered productions of his pen have won 
for him a merited reputation as a ready, 
clear-headed, able writer, and he will 7

It is the natural outcome dt all that has 
one before, from Metius to Mantois; but it 
ongs especially to the particular genius 
of its author, use no one before him, 
not even the most learned astronomers, had 
dared to imagine so strange and yet 80 
useful an instrument for stellar observat:on. 
It is cannon of 108 tons, the E el 
Tower, the Great Eastern of optics. The

Indeed there is no 
other theory of origines now occupying 
men’s minds than that of development. 
We call that the fittest which survives and 
that which perishes the unfit. B perishes 
because he is not strong and wise enough 
to survive. Would he not have survived 
had he been nurtured by the consciou 
intelligent interposition of a helper? an 
in the long run would he not have become 
as efficient’as A, who survived? The im- 
plications of evolution mean as much. The 
prevalence of the law of the survival of 
the fittest“ does not diminish one whit the 
necessity for the intelligent improvement 
of the environment for the inefficients. 
On the other hand, it emphasizes the need 
for such improvement, and the consequent 
Guty of doing it thoroughly and persist- 
ently. 

The single tax movement, primarily, is one 
of improved environment, and, as such, it 
makes its appeal to men. 

Hence, let us turn to biology for an illus- 
tration and an implied argument; Huxley 
says: “It is a truth of very wide, if not 
of universal application, that every living
